By a viva voce vote, representatives 
of 108 business houses of Louisville! yes¬ 
terday voted to adopt the committee’s 
report submitted to the Board of Trade, 
favoring the Issuance of $3,500,000 of 
bond® for building sewers and recon¬ 
structing streets. 

The Democratic campaign in New 
York opened at Buffalo with a mass- 
meeting. Judge D. Cady Herrick, nom¬ 
inee for Governor, was the principal 
speaker.

Cunneen and 
Edward M. Grout. 


Hopkinsville. Ky., Oct. 12.—[Special.]

The bills 
were secured by the efforts of Dr. Wal¬ 
ter A. Lackey, former first assistant 
physician, who resigned his position 
last week, after the superintendent and 
Board of Commissioners had filed 
charges against him with the Governor 
and requested his removal. 

Dr. Lackey Is. himself, Indicted for 
assault and battery. Dr. Lackey mailed 
to the Governor one day last week a 
statement containing charges against 
Supt. Board and a number of the com¬ 
missioners. He charged the head of the 
institution with padding requisitions 
and drawing pay for patients who were 
paroled, and In one Instance of keep¬ 
ing the name of a dead patient on the 
lists for several months. He accused 
commissioners and officers of the board 
of selling supplies to or having con¬ 
tracts with the Institution, In violation 
of the statutes.

GENERAL JAPANESE ADVANCE. 



Russians Endeavor To Cut OfT Jap¬ 
anese Communication. 

Tokio, Oct. 12. 3:30 p. m.—A general 
Japanese advance along a broad front 
toward Mukden is progressing. 

A brigade of Russian infantry, with 
2,000 cavalry and two guns, having the 
object of striking Gen. Kurokl's tiajik, 
crossed the Taitse river October 9. The 
.Japanese cut off the retreat of thii 
force and probably will capture It, 

The Russians are attacking Slen 
Chuang. thirty miles northeast of Sal- 
matzse (southeast of Liao Yang and 
almost due north of Fengwangcheng), 
evidently with the object of cutting off 
Japanese communications with th« 
Yalu river. 

RESULT OF BATTLE UNKNOWN, 


Believed That 100,000 Men Are En¬ 
gaged At Yentai. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 13., 3:20 a. m.— 
No official news of the result of to¬ 
day’s battle south of Mukden Is avail¬ 
able at this hour. Gen Kuropatkln 
doubtless ha® communicated his reg¬ 
ular report to Emperor Nicholas at 
Tsarkoe Selo, but the dispatch was not 
sent back to the general staff to-night- 

The frontal attack on the Yentai 
mines developed a desperate battle In 
which probably 100,000 men are en¬ 
gaged; but though the despatches so 
for deal almost exclusively with this 
feature of the battle,' It Is pointed Vut 
that thqfre is a much wider field in¬ 
volved. A fight on the Russian left 
flank has not yet developed and pos¬ 
sibly here Gen. Kuropatkln Intends to 
deliver his main blow. What force is 
pushing forward in this direction be¬ 
hind the screen containing the column 
at Bhantintaldze Is unknown, but th® 
appearance to-night of a Russian col¬ 
umn at Tzyanchan, thirty miles south¬ 
east of Mukden, striking at Field Mar¬ 
shal Oyarna’s communication with tha 
Yalu, and the knowledge that another 
column is already across the Taitse 
river give evidence of the wide natura 
of the turning movement. It is pos¬ 
sible that the attack on the Yentai 
mines may simply be intended to hold 
the main Japanese force stationary 
and that rhe outcome of tho Yentai 
right may have Utile bearing on the 
result of the genetal engagement. 

While it is now asserted that Gen. 
Kuropatkln enjoys a considerable nu¬ 
merical superiority, the main fear ex¬ 
pressed Is that this superiority Is In¬ 
sufficient to enable him to curry out the 
big operations he has undertaken. 

Apprehension is caused by the Tokio 
dispatch saying that Field Marshal 
Oyama reports that he Is gaining 
ground and has cut off a Russian col¬ 
umn below the Taitse river. It is only 
natural, after the repeated reverses al¬ 
ready suffered, that Russians fully re¬ 
alize how much Gen. Kuropatkln. has 
staked upon the assumption of the of¬ 
fensive. The battle now in progress 
undoubtedly will outweigh In Import¬ 
ance the hard fighting at Lluo Yang. 
For Kuropatkln. victory* partial or 
complete, is absolutely necessary. De¬ 
feat would certainly spell ruin for his 
military reputation and probably prove 
a disaster of the first magnitude to the 
Russian army. If the Japanese should 
roll up Kuropatkln’s advance now. all 
hope of an aggressive Russian success 
in this campaign or of relief of Port 
Arthur would be ended probably for 
this year, but Russian success now 
means a winter campaign and Im¬ 
mensely enhanced prestige, not only for 
Kuropatkln personally but for the Rus¬ 
sian arms in Manchuria, in the eye* 
or the Chinese, which is an Important 
factor In the present situation. 

The effect alvo of defeat upon the gal¬ 
lant garrison of Port Arthur, after 
hopes of relief had be*n held out would 
be mcvit dl®af*rm®. For all the? rea- 
soda Gen. Kuropatkin's ff e’.ds are con¬ 
vinced that the offensive was taken 
with open eyes and with n full appre- 
ctatJen of Its difficul ies and a firm be¬ 
lied thn.t victory w ould be achieved. On 
the orthor hand, some of hi® enejn.es 
aje unkind enough <o Intimate that 
Gen. KnropatkLn has richly risked his 
army, knowing that victory now will 
insure his selection as <‘ommander-in-

At 
Gambon they are making detailed bor¬ 
ings and surveys and estimating for a 
dam at that point; also a survey of 
the water shed of the Chagres river 
above Gamboa, and surveys and In¬ 
vestigations to determine the possi¬ 
bility of spillways Into the Pacific on 
the one side and the Caribbean on the 
other; a survey and examination with 
estimates, for the proposed dam ut 
Alhajuela Is also under way.

Going Over Old Survey. 

An engineering corps on the main 
line of the canal In the vicinity of Cu- 
lebra is mnklrrg surveys to determine 
the feasibility of rtnUghtenlng the 
fines of the French company and to 
determine the amount of material re¬ 
moved aJid to be removed in accordance 
with ithe different canal plans under 
coaslderatlon. Another engineering 
force is constructing a reweLrvolr In the 
valley of the upper Rio Grande, which 
will furnish a minlmun/ supply of 
2,000.000 gal lorn* of water a day for the 
city cf Pamima; uh*> a distributing 
reservoir for the city of Panama at 
Ancon. It also Is making surveys and 
estimates for a se'Wemge system for 
Colon, and pfajis are being prepared 
for the construction of a harbor there.

Work At Culebra Cut. 

The average amount of material 
taken out of the Culebra cut has been 
from 1.000 to 1,500 cubic yard* a day, 
and when everything la favorable, at 
tlmt-s 2,000 cubic yards. This is with 
the us* of old French machinery avail¬ 
able. The three nx^dern rteam shovels 
which are to be put at Avork at Culebra 
will increase the cut fiw fold. 

The commission has purchased so far 
three modern rteam shovels and opened 
bid* fer eleven more, has sent to the 
Uthmua a Urge amount of lumber and 
!abroad tie*, has recently opened bids 
fir 2,700,000 feet of lumber, and will 
soon advertise for about 4,000,000 feet 
additional.

Pension Committee Report Shows 
State Is Expending $200,000 
Annually For Pensions. 


Jackson, Tenn., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
Tennessee dlvlplon Confederate Veter¬ 
ans* Association met In annual session 
here to-day, W. J. Whltthorne, of Co¬ 
lumbia, presided. A report was adopt¬ 
ed by the convert!Ion for a union of the 
bivouacs and camps of the State. The 
Pension Committee report shows the 
State is expending $200,000 per annum 
and the total number on the pension 
list if* 2.252. Five hundred and five 
have died since the organization of the 
Pension Board. There are 109 In the 
Old Soldiers' Home at the Hermitage. 
Nashville, eleven haring died during 
the year. Winchester was selected as 
the next place of meeting. Gen. George 
W. Gordon, Memphis, was elected pres¬ 
ident and John P Hickman. Nashville, 
was elected secretary and treasurer. 
Tennessee Son>* of Confederate veter¬ 
ans elected J. D. Newton division com¬ 
mander.

Sudden Death of Col. Avery. 

Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 12.—Col. James P. 
Averlll, Junior vice commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, died at 
his home here at an early hour this 
morning. His death was sudden. 


Chicago, Oct. 12.—Rioting occurred In 
connection with a strike of baggage 
wagon drivers employed by the Frank 
E. Scott Transfer Company to-day. At¬ 
tacks on wagon* were repulsed by a 
squad of policemen at the barns of the 
company ln Wabash avenue and by a 
force of private detectives employed to 
patrol the district. 

Attempts to send out wagons met 
with determined resistance by pickets, 
aided by sympathetic teamsters. As 
fast as the wagons got a few' blocks 
away the drivers were stoned and at¬ 
tempts made to cut the horsea’ traces. 

At Van Buren and State streets, a 
nonunion driver for the company w f as 
attacked by the driver of an Ice wagon 
and threatened with hji ax. While this 
wa« going on. several men. supposed to 
be pickets, cut the harness. The bag¬ 
gage wagon driver ran for his life, leav¬ 
ing his wagon In an alley. Fpur ar- 
reats were made. One prisoner wa s J. 
W. Young, business agent of tho Van 
arid Baggage Teamsters’ Union. 

Trouble wae also experienced about 
the Auditorium Hotel, where the bag¬ 
gage handlers had gone on a strike. 
Several express wagons* loaded with 
trunks and valises from the depots 
drove to the hotel and unloaded with 
difficulty under police guard. 

A crowd of twenty men attacked one 
of the Scott wagons at the Polk-street 
depot while the driver was attempting 
to deliver baggage from one of the ho¬ 
tels. Knives ^were drawn and only' the 
arrival of the pfillce prevented the 
traces being cut. 

One of the company’s drivers got a 
load of trunks as far as Clinton and 
West Madiron streets, when he was 
pursued by & crowd of strike sympa¬ 
thizers gathered by pickets. In trying 
to get away he turned a street corner 
so swiftly that he fell off the seat, 
striking on his head. The crow'd then 
fled.

“He told me." rtaid Ej?ig. "fhat noth¬ 
ing In the building line could be done 
without his permission. 

"He also told me he wa® not a labor 
leader for hi* health, and that I and 
every other builder would have to pay 
him before w'e could <io any work. 

"I hud t-o meet him twice after that 
•to arrange thing*.’’ ' 

Rrslg said that he paid Weinselmer 
$1,000 on December 31, a.nd that his 
men, who hnl been on strike, returned 
to w'ork on the morning of that day 
after the $1,000 had been paid. 

WINDOW GLASS SCALE. 


Independents Offer Steady Work At 
Reduced Wages. 

Pittsburg. Oct. 12.—The seaJe com¬ 
mittee the Window GIuss Workers* 
Association, L. A. 300. met ln confer¬ 
ence to-day wflth Independent manu¬ 
facturers ln an attempt to settle the 
wage scale for the coming fire. No set¬ 
tlement wa« readied, but another con¬ 
ference will be held soon. Unofficially 
It Is understood the manufacturers 
have proposed a decided cut to meet 
the machine competition. If the work¬ 
ers accept tlie reduction In wages they 
will be assured steady work. The 
proposition la l>eing considered to-night 
by the committee behind closed doors.

WAY TO ESCAPE RAVAGES 
OF COTTON BOLL WEEVIL 


Department of Agriculture Advises 
Planters To Destroy Stalks 
In Early Autumn. 


Washington, Oct. 12.—Tho Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, In a circular Is¬ 
sued to-day. warns planters through¬ 
out the cotton belt that ln their efforts 
' to procure an early crop of cotton to 
avoid damage by boll weevil they must 
not overlook the great prime factor in 
the control of the pest, the destruction 
of the stalks In the early autumn. This 
destruction of the plants ln the field is 
stamped as the most effective method 
of reducing the numbers of the weevil, 
and concerted action is urged.

DIVORCE QUESTION HARD PROB- 
' LEM FOR EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


Marked Division of Sentiment De¬ 
veloped At Yesterday’s Discus¬ 
sion. of the Matter. 


Boston, Oct. 12.—A marked division of 
sentiment regarding the proposal to 
prevent the remarriage of the innocent 
party to a divorce, during the life of the 
former partner, developed at to-day's 
session of the House of Deputies of the 
Rpiscopal general convention.

Several prominent del¬ 
egates expressed the opinion to-night 
that, in view of the difference of opin¬ 
ion, the present convention would not 
act on the matter, but w*ould like its 
predecessor refer the problem to the 
next triennial conference. 

Rev. D. Talbot Rogers, of Fpnd du 
Lac, Wls.; Rev. E. A. Larrabee, of Chi¬ 
cago; TIev. Robert Ritchie, of Philadel¬ 
phia, and other leaders of the high 
church party spoke strongly in favor 
of the proposed legislation. Dr. F. W. 
Clampett* of San Francisco; Rev. Dr, 
L. O. Kinsolving, of Brooklyn, and sev- f 
eral other deputies opposed a change 
ln the canon. 

The debate was put over until to-mor¬ 
row. 


Laving Cup For Archbishop. 

The House qf Bishops to-day pre¬ 
sented the Archbishop of Canterbury 
with a sliver loving cup. The English 
primate will leave the city for. New 
York to-rnorrow and will sail for Eng¬ 
land on Friday. 

The resignation of Bishop Thomas A. 
Jngger. of Southern Ohio, was received 
and accepted by the House of Bishops 
and his coadjutor, Rt. Rev. Boyd ^ in- 
cent, becomes bishop of the diocese. 

LONG COURTSHIP ADVISED. 

An Illinois Methodist Conference 
Airs Its Views On Divorce. 

Chicago. Oct 12.—After prolonged 
discussion, lasting nearly a week, the 
report of the Committee on Marriage 
and Divorce was presented at the last 
moment at the closing sessions of the 
Sixty-fifth Rock River Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, at the 
Evancton-a venue church, last night. 

The report recommended a long 
courtship—long enough to test the 
quality of love. The Importance of the 
permanence of the marriage tie wa® 
emphasized as having a direct bearing 
on human development. The commit¬ 
tee w'«s unanimous In maintaining a 
marriage was contracted "until death 
doth part." The bond was declared to 
be indissoluble, and never to be enter¬ 
ed into Irreverently or unadvisedly. 

The principal contention that divided 
the committee wus upon the question 
of recognizing as a candidate for sec¬ 
ond marriage the innocent party to a 
divorce decree. The decision was a 
compromise. A resolution was adopted 
to the effect that legislation ought to 
be adopted for the purpose of prohibit¬ 
ing the remarriage of the guilty mat¬ 
rimonial partner to a divorce decree 
during the lifetime of the Innocent 
party to the contention. 

Stamping divorce as a species of 
selfishness, the report condemned the 
"free lover," who, "ninety-nine times 
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out of a hundred seek* divorce that he 
may have more marriages." 

The proper conception of matrimony 
w'as declared to be the basis of a pure 
and anticipatory life, as well aa the 
best determent from evil. 

The Conference vdted to Join with 
other churches In an attempt to se¬ 
cure'the enactment of uniform divorce 
laws in every State. 

KELLY GIVEN TWO YEARS,

St. Louis, Oct., 12.—Uharles F. Kelly,

Kelly was 
given two years for perjury and Gutke 
five years for bribery.

It will be several weeks before 
she Is ready for actual service. Alex¬ 
ander Sharpe, Jr., will command the 
vessel.

A Powerful Indictment. 

To-day's installment of Senator Mor¬ 
gan's expose of the Panama canal 
outrage grows in the Interest of the 
revelations he makes regarding thh. 
humiliating chapter in our recent his¬ 
tory. 

Here he reaches the parts played by 
Marroquin and Roosevelt in this aston¬ 
ishing affair. That of Mnrroquin, the 
second step in the usurpation of the 
bought San Clemente, did not stop 
short of plunging his people into

Based on such facts, the com¬ 
ments and conclusions with which he 
follows his summary of the record are 
not only logical, but they are Irrefut¬ 
able.

The Cortelyou Scandal. 

David B. Hill is not In the least too 
severe in critieisli>g President Roose¬ 
velt for making his secretary the head 
otf the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, with the power to pry into the 
secrets of the corporations, and then 
making him the head of the Repub¬ 
lican National Committee, wlt)h the 
power to use the information thus 
gained in the Department of Commerce 
and Labor to insure the financial as¬ 
sistance of these corporations in re¬ 
electing Mr. Cortelyou’» chief. 

From the day of his appointment to 
his present position, says Mr. Hill. 
“Chairman Cortelyou hns been dili¬ 
gently soliciting campaign funds from 
the very corporations whose business 
operations and secret affairs he had re¬ 
cently been investigating. The motive 
for -thds extraordinary action is scarce¬ 
ly disguised. The purpose is evident. 
Tt partakes somewhat of the nature of 
blackmail. It Is a scheme to utilize 
official Information, secured through 
official power to compel political con¬ 
tribution*. It Is a ‘stand and deliver* 
policy, addressed to corporate Interests 
which cannot well resist the appeal, 
for fear of retaliation upon themselves 
either directly or by favoritism to their 
rivals in business. The sntuatlon con¬ 
st! cutes a grave scandal which cannot 
be Ignored nor condoned. It has no 
e history of 4he country.*’ 

That is a strong indictment, but not 
a bit stronger than is warranted by the 
facts, lnoeed, it is not as strong as 
It might have been, for It seem* to 
have escaped Dhe notice of Mr. Hill 
that within the lost few days it has 
been ruled that the information re¬ 
garding the affairs of the corporations 
gained through the Investigations of I 


of the growth of Southern mills. They 
have grown not because of the tariff, 
but in spite of it, because they have 
kept down the cost of production. 

This letter discloses two facts. First, 
that all is not lovely in American in¬ 
dustries; second, that supposed ben¬ 
eficiaries of the protective tariff 
confess it Is too high to promote their 
prosperity. They brush aside as un¬ 
founded the Idea that prosperity Is the 
necessary result of high taxes, and ask 
that there be a lowering of all the tar¬ 
iff rates, frankly agreeing to accept 
their share of rhe reduction. 


The World’s Trade. 

The statement sent out of the pre¬ 
face of the forthcoming report of the 
Federal Bureau of Statistics Indicates 
that the exchanges of the world amount 
to about twenty-two billions of dollars. 
But In bo comprehensive a survey every 
article must be counted twice; first, as 
an export from one country and, sec¬ 
ond, as an import into the other. In 
other words the valuation If double the 
amount of the value of the articles ex¬ 
changed. 

In a great balance sheet of this sort 
the imports and exports should be pre¬ 
cisely equal, but this is not the case. 
The total of imports for the world is 9 
percent, greater than the exports. This, 
too. In the face of the fact that we 
are constantly told that imports are 
undervalued in order to escape a part 
of the tariff taxes that are levied on the 
ad valorem principle. The failure of 
the statement to balance Indicates how 
far from accurate ail such reports must 
be. 

Europe does about two-thirds of the 
foreign trade of the world, according 
to the figures, and K buys upward of 
25 per cent, more than it sells North 
America, outside of the United States, 
and Africa also have an excess of im¬ 
ports. South America. Aria and Ocean- 
ica appear to sell more than they buy. 
The United States for years past have 
had a large excess of exports, which 
appears to be given away or used in 
paying debt, as gold to balance is not 
imported 

The Bureau of Statistics estimates 
the internal trade of the country at 
$22,000,000,000. and in this each article 
is counted but once. This makes our 
trade among ourselves twice the for¬ 
eign trade of all the nations of the 
earth. Now this trade Is all free. Yet 
our Republican friends attribuU- all the 
prosperity of the country’ to the high 
taxes paid on a comparatively few Im¬ 
ports, or not more than a fiftieth part 
of our free exchanges. They do not al¬ 
low that free trade ever promotes pros¬ 
perity.

The advance of Gen. Kuropatkln 
southward from Mukden has all the 
features of a thoroughly planned move¬ 
ment to regain the territory 
from which he was lately driven by 
Gen. Oyamo, and to restore the los*t 
prertlge and morale of his army. The 
two armies, as Indicated by the latest 
advices, were confronting each other 
nearly midway between Liao Yang and 
Mukden, a little south of the branch 
fitilroad from Yentai Station to the 
rental coal mines, twelve or fifteen 
miles eastward. Unlik? the conditions 
existing before the battles near Liao 
Yang, the lines of both armies are not 
so tar extended, but more compact and 
continuous, suggesting the probablllty 
of a general engagement rather than a 
aeries of detached encounters. The 
general feature* of the country, in Its 
more level and uniform topography, 
with sufficient elevations for effective 
use of artillery, Indicate the probability 
that a decisive engagement is immi¬ 
nent. Under such conditions It i* 
scarcely to be expected that either Gen¬ 
eral will be disposed to venture upon 
a flanking movement and thereby so 
weaken his Hne as to expose It to a 
front attack with superior numbers. 
It was such an error on the part of the 
allied forces of Russia and Austria 
which gave to Napoleon the victory at 
Amtcrllti, Relying on their superior 
numbers they attempted to outflank 
him on his right, when Napoleon, re¬ 
sisting the movc-nvent with a small

tively; however. It is claimed that the 
report of births is not complete. This 
appears to indicate that so far os 
natural Increase in concerned the popu¬ 
lation of the city is falling off. This 
Is apparently confirmed by the circum¬ 
stance that the rate for the years 1900, 
1901, 1902 and 1903 Is calculated for a 
population of 244,732, while that for this 
year is on the basis of 219^41.

There was no death from cholera;

There were seventeen cases of plague 
and sixteen deaths, all among the 
Filipinos and Chinese. Incomplete re¬ 
ports show more than 4,200 cases of in¬ 
sanity, and the majority of the patients 
are dependent upon charity. Similar 
returns show over 3,500 lepers and a 
leper colony has been established on 


slow, if, indeed, they are making any 
progress at all. The conditions and 
the mode of life which make such a 
death rate possible among the Fili¬ 
pinos cannot be reconciled w’lth the 
Idea so often suggested that they are 
rising by leaps and bounds In the 
sphere of existence. In point of fact, 
tho statistics of births and deaths, when 
compared, show’ that the Fljipinos are 
being benevolently assimilated to ex¬ 
tinction. 


Bishop Tuttle’s Indiscretion. 

It Is not often that ministers of re¬ 
ligion become political partizans and 
detract from the influence of their sa¬ 
cred calling by Indiscreet and inoppor¬ 
tune manifestations. When such in¬ 
stances occur the offenders are general¬ 
ly of obscure position or of small influ¬ 
ence, and Httle^harm results. It is there¬ 
fore to be regretted that a divine so 
eminent In his calling as Bishop Tut¬ 
tle, of Missouri, should have so far for¬ 
gotten the proprieties of his position 
and the occasion by a reference to poli¬ 
tics in the course of an address before 
the Triennial Episcopal Convention in 
session at Boston. In discussing the 
question of contributions for missions 
and arguing for liberal giving he said 
he knew of a parish in the State of 
New’ York of over a hundred members 
which gave very little to foreign mis¬ 
sions last year. Among its members 
was a man now’ prominent in the pub¬ 
lic eye, “but," said he. “though I am a 
Republican and shall vote for Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, I believe Judge Parker 
to be a good man, and if he goes to the 
helm of your affairs I believe he will 
see what the church Is doing for our 
national affairs. I believe he will see 
w’h&t the church Is doing for our for¬ 
eign province*, and he will send back 
to his New’ York parish a liberal con¬ 
tribution to foreign mass4ons.“ Every 
one knew that his reference was the 
church at Esopus, of which Judge Par¬ 
ker is a member and his son-in-law 
the rector, and the effect upon his au¬ 
dience was so apparent as to awake 
the bishop to a sense of the Improprie¬ 
ty of his remarks. After an interval 
he arose and deaired to make an apol¬ 
ogy. He said he had been guilty of a 
gross indecorum and that “in the hurry 
of Impromptu speech I used words 
which a^gentleman and bishop should 
not have used. 1 con only make this 
reparation and trust to your lenient 
cons id era ten ess to forgive what a man 
of my years should have avoided.** 

It is commendable of the bishop that 
he should have so readily confessed bis 
error, as it will deter others of less 
abstract sense of propriety from sim¬ 
ilar Indiscretion. The offense was not 
to Judge Parker, although the use of 
his name In view’ of his position* might 
l»e so regarded, but In his reference to 
politics in a religious meeting designed 
for the discussion of holier themes. It 
was too much in the order of Sam 
Jones for such a stately assembly as 
the House of Bishops, and especially 
unfortunate that among those present 
w r as tne Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Primate of the English Church, to 
whom the incident must have been em¬ 
barrassing. As far as the church at 
Esopus Is concerned, the Rev. Charles 
Mlren Hall, rector and son-in-law of 
Judge Parker, has published a card 
correcting the error of Bishop Tuttle 
and showing that while his church It¬ 
self is a mission church, with no rich 
members, and barely able to maintain 
itself. It has given liberally to foreign 
missions In the current as In post 
years. Bishop Tuttle should take 
warning from Burchuj-d's indiscretion 
and beware how he Introduces religion 
into politics as well as politics Into re¬ 
ligion.

It might be improved by lowering the 
duties.

We have here the views of a man 
who has realized by bitter experience 
the insufficiency of the home market 
So far from standing pat he asks for 
a reduction of the tariff on all article*, 
even including those which he makes 
himself. He is willing to stand hi* 
share of the reduction, and he believes 
he would gaJn by it. The cost of mak¬ 
ing his goods would be reduced, and he 
could export more freely. Cotton goods 
are already largely exported, but still 
there is an accumulation of goods 
which keeiw down prices. With the 
lower cost of production, which would 
be possible If there were a general de¬ 
duction of the tariff, larger export* 
would be possible, and a profit would 
still be realized, not because the ex- 


There appear to hate been great ef¬ 
forts to improve sanitary conditions, 
as 26.344 houses were Inspected. But 
with all the efforts made, the death 
roll is alarmingly large. Among the 
Filipinos the rate of nearly 45 to the 
1,000 of population means that the aver¬ 
age of life is less than twenty-three 
years. And it does not appear that 
the/o is any Improvement. In May, 1900, 
the annual death rate for all classes 
on a larger estimate of population was 
35.24; in May, 1901. 43.47; in May. 1902. 
$1.26; in May, 1903, 37.07. Thus the rate 
for May of this year Is the highest but 
one in five years. 

We are entertained from time to time 
with statements of the beneficence of 
the rule of the United States In these 
far-distant possessions. In spite of the 
fact that it has been maintained by the 
sacrifice of many of the most cherished 
traditions of the country.

It Is shown that of 777 alleged voters 
in the Eleventh division of the Third 
Philadelphia ward 675 are fictitious.

Three times as high as Niagara Falls, 
the tallest smokestack In the world stand* 
on Constable Hook. N J.. 305 feet in the 
air. according to the statement of J. P 
Johnson, of Chicago, who represents a 
contracting concern which does nothing 
but build smokestacks. He U* in Louis¬ 
ville looking after contracts, and has re¬ 
cently pompteted the stack at the new 
shops of the Louisville and Nashville rail¬ 
road in South Louisville. In speaking of 
the subject last night at Seelbach’s Ho¬ 
tel, Mr. Johnson said: 

“The construction of {smokestacks, 
which m^st persons do not recognize a s 
a distinct industry*. Is nevertheless one 
of the moet Important of the building 
lines, and has engaged tho attention of 
our oompany exclusively, as we do not 
take any kind of general contracting. The 
smokestack to which I refer &s the high¬ 
est In the world is Just across the sound 
from Staten Island, and K was bulk to 
carry off the fumes of a nickel smelter 
and keep them from falling in the resi¬ 
dence section of that iahuid. Denver 
claim* the tallest stack in the world, but 
tho measurements do not make the claim 
good. The copper smelters as a rule all 
have tall stacks, and the on© claimed to 
b© the txtikwt is 353 feet in height. 1 men¬ 
tioned to one of my friends about the 
NVw Jersey stack, and he was a short 
time afterward tn Denver with a party 
on on© of the ’Seeing Denver' cars. When 
the guide called out the tallest stack In 
the world, my friend took occasion to con¬ 
tradict him.

"The run of cattle to market has been 
heavier In the past two days thAn for a 
year preceding,’* said Joseph Lnndauer, 
of St. Joseph, Mo., a large Cattle dealer, 
who wa* In tho city last night, staying 
at the Fifth-avemie Hotel. “In Chicago 
yesterday 27.000 head came to market, 
and in Kansas City to-day 26.000 were 
reported. That is extremely heavy, and 
there is little room to believe that the 
movement Is anything extraordinary, or 
such as will not be maintained. In Ken¬ 
tucky. however, the cattle year promise* 
to be light. Last year 26,000 cattle were 
fed at the distilleries. There will not 
bo that many this year. The trust refus¬ 
es to talk business on the subject of 
feeding cattle, and the other distilleries 
will carry only a few." Mr. I^andauer 
says that the dry season and the scarcity 
of pasturage have reduced the supply of 
milk in Louisville to such a point that 
all of the dairies are unable to fill their 
orders, and the hotel managements have 
a stiff dally problem to confront in get¬ 
ting milk for their guests. Mr. L&ndauor 
attributes this largely to the order of the 
city health officer. Dr. M. K. Allen, who 
has forbidden milch cows to be fed with 
the distillery slop. Mr. Landauer says 
that the slop Is the most wholesome food 
for cattle that can be found, and contain* 
less alcohol than th© original corn, os 
the distilleries see that none of the aU 
cohollc qualities escape them.

Vice Presidential Assumption and 
Presidential Usurpation. 

Marroquin and Roosevelt, the two 
Vice Presidents, who usurped powers 
that Presidents, chosen by the 
people, would not have ventured 
to claim, seized upon the authority In 
the letter of Minister Silva, to Justify 
the United States In dealing with the 
canal company for the purchase of Its 
franchise and property. This was a 
violent, unjihrt and offensive attitude 
towards the people and Government of 
Colombia. It was the second step In 
the usurpation of San Clemente, for 
mercenary gain. In the sale of the ex¬ 
tension of the Wyse concession from 
1904 to 1910, which was the cause of 
the Civil War. It was the basis of 
the false pretense, that Colombia could 
not treat with the United Stales for 
canal concessions at Panama, until she 
had first obtained the consent of the 
New Panama Canal Company. Without 
the Joint assistance of Marroquin and 
Roosevelt the New Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany was compelled to lose Its conces¬ 
sions because of Its own failures, frauds 
es against the life <>f the 
Republc of Colombia, and because of 
its manifest purpose to do nothing to¬ 
wards the completion of the canal. 

The people and Congress of Colombia 
had resolved against a further prolong¬ 
ation of the Wyse concession, from 1904 
to 1910, and were waiting fur the ex¬ 
piration of the previous concession, that 
they might bring the new company 
to Justice and shake off the Incubus 
of Its privileges, which it had violated 
in the grossest form. 

It had escaped Justice by negotiating 
extensions of the Wyse concession, 
with corrupt officials, and the people 
determined to stop its career of fraud 
and oppression at any cost of blood and 
treasure. It had violated its solemn 
covenant made with the people of 
France, through the courts, that It 
would complete the canal within the pe¬ 
riod of extension of the Wyse conces¬ 
sion, and was so insolent In Its defiance 
of duty created by these obligations, 
that the wealthy convicts who com¬ 
posed the company, after getting them 
pardons and releases In consideration 
of such promises, and after having for¬ 
tified themselves against the loss of 
a dollar of the 113.000.000, they paid into 
the capital 8lock of the company, never 
raised another dollar for the purpose of 
completing the canal, but turned their 
attention, exclusively, to the enterprise 
of selling the concession and the canal 
and railroad property to the United 
States. 

Twenty-sixth—These facts, in their 
marked enormity, appear on the records 
of the canal company and In the 
archives of the United Sjates, eo that 
the President could not be excusably 
ignorant of them. Such a chapter of 
defiant, insulting fraud and circumven¬ 
tion never disgraced the annals of civ¬ 
ilisation. 

Yet, we find occasion, in order to 
gratify the ambition of & strenuous 
President and the greed of railroad 
companies, apd to realize profits for 
corporation wreck era and fortunes for 
stock gamblers, for giving open as¬ 
sistance to a murderous civil war In Co¬ 
lombia. engendered by the effort* of 
Cromwell and Mancinl, and led by Mar¬ 
roquin, for the real purpose of forcing 
the ratification of the Wyse concession 
from 1904 to 1910. 

Twenty-seventh—The true picture 
presented In these facts is, that of Mar¬ 
roquin, as Dictator, waging civil war 
in Colombia to aid the New Panama 
Canal Company In violating the Con¬ 
stitution and lavra of that republic, and 
the President of the United States was 
engaged In assisting him with all the 
power and prestige of hts great office, 
and used the navy of the United 8tates 
to save Marroquin from defeat in Pan¬ 
ama and to rivet the chains that bound 
the people of Panama to an abhorent 
union with the republic of Colombia. 

The message of the President to the 
8enate, of the nineteenth day of March, 
1908, leaves no possible doubt as to 
these facts. He was actively engaged 
In preventing the Liberals in Panama 
from capturing the cities of Panama 
and Colon, after they had Inflicted two 
crushing defeats on Marroquln's army. 
These are the seme people, then led 
by Herrera, who now constitute the 
body politic that seceded from Colom¬ 
bia. under the protection of our navy 
and the command of President Roose¬ 
velt. 

It Is a pathetic and reproachful proof 
of servility in high places to observe 
the deep silence that pervades the Re¬ 
publican circle of spellbinders, with the 
President in the lead, when they <*on- 
teTnplate the history of Marroquln’s 
war In Panama, and the aid he gave the 
Colombian Dictator in crushing the vic¬ 
torious secessionists in Panama In 1902, 
and the outburst of enthusiasm with 
which they now laud and celebrate the 
courage and patriotism of these some 
secessionists when they defied Marro- 
quin and his army in November. 1903, 
at Panama, and, under the shelter of 
our navy, boldly proclaimed liberty and 
Independence for a new republic. The 
President Is enraptured with the new 
powers thus gained by the men that a 
year earlier he was helping Marroquin 
to subjugate, and the candidate for the 
vice presidency trumpets hls Joy at 
“the liberty** thus won by the men 
who** humiliation by Marroquin and 
Roosevelt he was then applauding. 

Senator Money, who voted for the 
treaty under Instructions, also presents 
in his speech In the Senate a graphic 
picture of this resistance by the Presi¬ 
dent of the independence of Panama In 
1903. 

Perhaps the mo*t peculiar phase of 
this equation Is the midden and vio¬ 
lent change of the affection's of Roose¬ 
velt and Marroquin because lie was 
not able to fonc* the ratification of n 
treaty with Colombia, in which the 
leading role was given to the New Pan¬ 
ama Canal Company. 

The wroth of the PrestdenL dlKflg 
urlng h4s message to Congress with 
unseemly vituperation, is poured out 
over the President and Congress of 
Colombia as a sot of national faith- 
breakers. because they insisted that 
Congress hod never authorized or con¬ 
sented io any agreement between the 
United States and the New Panama 
Canal Company, and. further, that 
they were mi willing that a body of 
convicts, who had never earned a dol¬ 
lar In work on the canal but had only 
robbed It, should get $40,000,000 for a 
conocK&Jon that they had forfeited un 
dor every rule of law and equity, while 
Colombia was to receive only $10,000.- 
000 for the grant of the rights and 
the territory that comprised the whole 
value of the canaJ. 

Yet out Secretary of State, knowing 
that Colombia had never given permis¬ 
sion to the New Panama Canal Corn 
jwtny to negotiate with the United 
States for the sale of the concessions. 
Informed Colombia that we had actu 
ally made such an p-greement, and that 
any attempt of the Congress of Co¬ 
lombia to question its validity would 
lead to disagreements, among which 
the secession of Panama was a recog 
ntzed probability. 

Colombia, thus badgered by her 
mortal enemy, the New Panama Catml 
Company, and her new* Congress 
tailed together by Marroquin. the 
butcher of h-'r people, was under no 
moral obligation to acoept rhe negoth- 
tions of her Joint enemies; Roosevelr 
and Marroquin, along with a new rai l 
of the new Panama Canal Company, 
and they demanded, first of all. Justice 
55 the hands of that corporation which 
Colombia had created.

Mr. Roosevelt's transcendent and un* 
tempered conceptions of his personal 
abilities and prowess sought gratifica¬ 
tion ln reaching after ideals far great¬ 
er. in hls estimation, than any Ameri¬ 
can had dared to entertain, nnd he 
would not forego this opportunity thus 
held out to him. 

An American, who ha* reached ma¬ 
ture manhood and has Iqduetriously 
published in hls permanent books the 
opinions given forth by Mr. Roosevelt, 
as to the Imbecility, folly and low pur¬ 
poses of such men as Thomas Jefferson, 


not elapsed to enable the President to 
negotiate with Costa Rica and Nica¬ 
ragua for canal concessions when the 
secession of Panama occurred and 
changed the situation. 

The President "took time by the fore¬ 
lock" and. leading Panama into the 
family of nations, entered into a treaty 
with that infant State, then less than 
ten days old. and without even the 
swaddling clothes about its naked 
form. It wa« the President's conduct 
that changed the situation. 

In reply to all these pretenses of ex¬ 
cuse it Is only nece^ary to use the 
language of the President in his mes¬ 
sage above quoted: “As events turned 
out. the question of reasonable time dkl 
not enter Into the matter at nil.” lie 
says further: “If the pending treaty 
with Panama should not be ratified by 
the Senate this would not alter the 
fact that we could not go to Nicaragua. 


The Congress has deckled the route, 
and there is no alternative under ex¬ 
isting legislation." 

This assertion flatly contradicts the 
spirit, the letter and the purpose of the 
Spooner law', and no Republican Sena¬ 
tor ln any speech sustain* this absur¬ 
dity. 

To say that "there Is no alternative 
uaider existing legislation" is to strike 
out and ignore entire sections erf the 
Spooner law and to break faith with 
every man who voted for it ln both 
houses of Congress. 

On page 28 of this message the Presi¬ 
dent thus fruUiei announces hls decree 
that no canal"shall be constructed at 
Nicaragua: * 

Meanwhile, the only question now be¬ 
fore us is that of the ratification of the 
treaty. For it is to be remembered that 
a failure to ratify the treaty will not 
undo what has beeo done, will not restore 
Panama to Colombia, and will not alter 
our obligation to keep the transit open 
across the isthmus and to prevent nny 
outside Power from menacing the transit. 

Could we not continue to keep the 
transit open over the railroad through 
Panama, as we have done for more 
than fifty years, and could we not per¬ 
mit, or even assist. Panama to be an 
Independent Government and yet obey 
the mandate of the Spooner law that 
the canal should be constructed at Nic¬ 
aragua if for any reason we should fall 
to get the consent of Colombia by 
treaty with that Government for build¬ 
ing It at Panama? 

To end the matter by a personal de¬ 
cree or ukase, the President declares 
on page 30 of hds message: 

“In conclusion let me repeat that the 
question actually before the Govern¬ 
ment Is not that of the recognition of 
Panama a* an Independent republic. 
That Is already an accomplished fact. 
The question, und the only question, Is 
whether we shall build an Isthmian ca¬ 
nal." 

He repeats simply In this decree that 
the act of June 28, 1902. has no force or 
effect to require him even to consider 
the Nicaragua route. 

Hls purpose could not have been 
more distinct IX he had said no canal 
shall be built, except at Panama, not* 
withstanding the express mandate of 
the Spooner law. In order that It may 
be seen how he abolishes the Spooner 
law! will copy from the fourth section 
of that act: 

Bee. 4. That should the President be un¬ 
able to obtain for the United States a 
satisfactory title to the property of tho 
New Panama Canal Company and the 
control of the necessary territory of the 
republic* of Colombia and the rights men¬ 
tioned In , Section* 1 and 2 of this act, 
within a reasonable time and upon rea¬ 
sonable terms, then the President, having 
first obtained for the United States * per¬ 
petual control by treaty of the necessary 
territory from Oxwta Rica and Nicaragua, 
upon terms which he may consider rea¬ 
sonable. for tho construction, perpetual 
maintenance, operation and protection of 
a earial connecting the Caribbean s*a 
with the Pacific ocean, by whatGs com¬ 
monly known as the Nicaragua route 
shall, through the said isthmian Canal 
Commission, caused to be excavated and 
const rue toil a ship canal and waterway 
from a point on the shore of the Carib¬ 
bean sen. near Greytown. by way of Lake 
Nicaragua, to a point near Brito, on the 
Pacific ocean. 

He had some apprehension that this 
arrogant defiance of an act of Congress 
jnltfht not -be forceful and distinct 
enough to alarm the Democratic minor 
ity Into submission to the will of the 
President. To alarm them from such 
a course the President, in hls message, 
enters into a rehearsal of thoughts and 
conclusions that had passed through 
hi* mind when he was writing another 
message to Congress, which he finally 
determined not to send tn. This was to 
notify the minority that he had not 
changed his purpose, and that he would 
cast upon them the responsibility for 
what would happen If they refused to 
assist, by their votes, the ratification 
of the treaty with Panama. He ealeu 
iated wisely, it seems, that the threat 
I will presently quote would drive some 
aif the minority <to support the treaty, 
rather than have the majority seize 
Panama and force the country Into 
i war with Colombia, whkh would prob¬ 
ably include other countries. 

He had reached and had settled hls 
conclusions, and he had not abandoned 
hls purpose®. He thought it wise and 
opiK>rtune to inform Congress of his 
purpose, still held in reserve, to meet 
the event of the failure of the Ha.v-Va- 
rllla treaty, by che seizure of Panama. 
He tells Congress in hls tme.«?sage. cm 
page 7: 

My intention was to consult the Cnn- 
*r«*s4 as to whether under such circum¬ 
stances it would not be proper to an¬ 
nounce that the canal was to be dirk 
forthwith; that we would *r»ve the terms 
w'c had offered and no others; and that 
If su-ch terms were not agreed to wi- 
i would enter Into an arrangement with 
I Panama direct, to take what other step? 

1 were needful ln order to begin the en 
terprlae. 

Having abandoned hls intention to 
, “consult Congress” on the grave matter 
’ of seizing Panama, Avhy does the Pres¬ 
ident inform the country that he ha«* 
determined on such a desperate scheme, 
which he is still reserving among tht 
possibilities that he would again resor 
to, when occasion might require? ETvl 
dently, this queer demonstration was 
Intended to Inform the minority in th 
Senate that, if they refused to assb: 
in ratifying the HsJy-VarHfa treaty 
their conduct would utterly defeat ar 
isthmian canal at any place; that l 
would place them in antagonism to th 
independence of Panama, and woul< 
force a Avar with Colombia for the de¬ 
fense* of that independence, which, so 


far as the United States l» concerned, 
rested alone upon executive recogni¬ 
tion. Whereupon, he asserted that Its 
Independence “Is already an accom¬ 
plished fact," and scouts the idea that 
the Senate or the country could re¬ 
fuse to confirm the fact. # 

These vast strides of dictatorial pow¬ 
er, which, In an hour’s time, turned a 
secession movement Into “an 
pllshed fact” of independence, which 
Congress "cannot undo" and Ihe s ® n “ 
ate cannot refuse to recognize, all de¬ 
pending u;>on the will of the President, 
are surprising. If not alarming *J v £ n 
to hls most subdued following; and he 
evidently felt assured that he could re¬ 
ly upon the Republican paxtYs^o exe¬ 
cute hls purpose to seize Panama, it 
the Democrats ln the 8^n/»te should re¬ 
fuse to assist ln ratifying the Hay- 
Varllla treaty This unprecedented 
and, hitherto unimagtned attitude or 
an American President Nva* regarded 
by some of the minority as a 
that carried with it the question of the 
loss of any Isthmian canal, and the 
event of war with Colombia. 

If all this was bluff and bluster on 
the part of the President, for supposed 
political advantages in the present cam¬ 
paign, It wuis an unworthy thing. If Jt 
was a serious threat, that war with 
Colombia, following the seizure of Pan- 
amu, had been resolved upon by the 
President, tf the resistance of Colombia 
made war necessary, and that such ac¬ 
tion had been delayed only to await the 
action of the Senate on the Hay-Vorilla 
treaty, while the purpose had not been 
abandoned, it w-aa the most unfortunate 
attitude that ah American President 
could assume. One or the other of th^se 
purposes Inspired him with the strange 
conception, that it was his duty to tell 
the country, frankly, of the heroic reso¬ 
lution he had reached, to seize Panama, 
and that he had concluded to postpone 
It until he should know the fate of the 
Hay-VarlUa treaty In the Senate. 

It was this plan and purpose to force 
conclusions upon the country, that 
caused the President to again proclaim 
in his message, on pages 28 and 29, that: 

Meanwhile the only question now before 
us Jr thal of th<* ratification of the treaty.

She seized the little one 
In her arms, and in attempting to 
smother the fire ignited her own cloth¬ 
ing, sustaining serious bums about her 
face and armp. When she found she 
could not extinguish the burning cloth¬ 
ing of her child she began screaming j 
and attracted Patrolman Fow, who was 
passing near the house, and he run into 
the poom. Taking In the situation at a 
glance he took the child from the arms 
of her mother and threw her on a bed, 
smothering out the flames by wrapping 
a quilt about her body. 

An examination showed that the lit¬ 
tle girl had been burned all over the 
body, while the mother’s amis and 
hands were a mass of blisters. Dr. 
Charles Moore was called^ He holds 
out little hope for the recovery of the 
child, as Indications are that sne drew 
the flames *nto her lungs. In addition to 
the exterior bums.

NO INDICTMENT 


RETURNED IN MULLIGAN CASE 
BY GRAND JURY YET. 


James J. Mulligan Spent Some Time 
Yesterday Giving Testimony 
Before That Body. 


Lexington. Ky., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
There have been no newr developments 
In the Mulligan poison mystery to¬ 
day. and. while the grand Jury has 
spent ihe entire day Investigating 
further the attempt to destroy the fam¬ 
ily, no Indictment has yet been re¬ 
turned against any one. The state¬ 
ment made by James H. Mulligan last 
night, which appeared in the Courier- 
Journal thl# morning, to the effect that 
he und his family had been greatly hu¬ 
miliated by the actions of the two de¬ 
tectives brought here from Chicago, 
seemed to have the desired effect, as 
neither of the alleged officers put In an 
appearance at the Courthouse to-day 
where the investigation was being 
made. In speaking of the affair this 
morning Mr. Mulligan said that the 
article In the Courier-Journal was just 
as he had dictated It to the corre¬ 
spondent over the telephone last night 
with the single exception of the word 
’’sot.” which he did not use. He said 
he could easily see how the correspond¬ 
ent had made the mistake, as, when he 
used the words "recreant son" It sound¬ 
ed very much like he said recreant sot. 
During the day several witnesses were 
before the grand Jury, among them be¬ 
ing Chief of Detectives Marshall. C. J. 
Bronston and several local newspaper 
men. This afternoon James J. Mulli¬ 
gan, accused by the negro Mitchell as 
being the Instigator of the plot, was 
before the body and spent some time 
In the room giving testimony In the 
case. 

When seen to-day and asked regard¬ 
ing the status In the case Detective L. 
P. Colleran said: "I am not at liberty 
to discuss the case at this time. I 
w'as brought here to Investigate the 
deep mystery surrounding the attempt 
to poison the family of Mr. Mulligan, 
and as the matter is now before the 
grand jury I will wait to see what ac¬ 
tion will be taken by that body be¬ 
fore going very far In the case." Speak¬ 
ing further. Detective Colleran said 
that he had always been a great ad¬ 
mirer of Mr. Mlilligan and that he had 
no intention of humiliating him or any 
member of his family. He said that 
after the grand Jury was through with 
the case It was his intention of secur¬ 
ing all the evidence possible to pre¬ 
sent when the case was called for trial 
In the Circuit Court. 

Judge James Mulligan and Hon. C. J. 
Bronston made a visit to the Jail this 
afternoon and had a talk with the negro 
Mitchell, and while there Mitchell was 
asked If he desired to make any change 
in the confession he had made to Judge 
Mulligan the day fallowing the attempt 
to poison family. It was freely stated 
to-day that Mitchell had been visited 
In the jail by a party who had offered 
to bribe him, had threatened him In 
every way possible to coerce him Into 
making a change in his confession, and 
it was to verify this statement that 
Judge Mulligan consented to see the 
negro. Mitchell was brought down 
stairs and taken Into the office of Jailer 
Wallace, and he w*3# asked If he had 
been seen by any one who wanted him 
to charge his story. He snJd that no 
one had been there for that purpose 
and that he had not been seen by any 
one since the examining trial last Sat- 
urdav He also told Judge Mulligan 
that while sitting in the prisoner's 
chair in the court room last Saturday 
while the arguments ^re beln* ma4e 
by Attorney Denny ^" d , 
he could tell from the t*lk that Mre. 
Mulligan’s name had been dragged In- m 
to rt?affair, and that he waa anxious, 
to take the witness stand and tell hts 
story in tlie presence of the court and 
spectators which would ^ver w « 
r'*«*t the rtorv regarding Mrs. Mulligan, 
but that he was not aUowed to do tm 
Mitchell was then asked if he wanted 
to change his story, and he said: t 

irr*r»w that I am don© for and If 1 ever 
"Toat of this they will kill me but 
I have told the truth and will stick io 
it until death." _

PHILHARMONIC STARTS 

ANOTHER SEASON. 


Jerry Lander*, tried for the murder 
of Jor* Broyles in the Criminal Court 
yesterday, was acquitted, after the Jury 
had been <^ut but fifteen minuie3. t?o 
clear a case of self-defense had been 
established by the proof that the Com¬ 
monwealth agreed with the defense to 
suhmisfdon without argument 

Landers, who I* about twenty-five 
years of age. had always borne the 
reputation of being m quiet, steady 
young mar.. Apparently he was the 
victim of u most unfortunate series of 
circumstances, which, though he goes 
free, cost him more than four months 
In jail and the strain of undergoing a 
trial for hi9 life. Before the trouble 
he had lived In the country all his life 
and was only married a few months 
and had moved to the city to get bet¬ 
ter employment. He made his home 
with Ms uncle, John Lander*, on Mar¬ 
ket street, between Shelby and Camp¬ 
bell, In front of whose house the shoot¬ 
ing occurred. He had been drawn Into 
the affair only through a desire to res¬ 
cue his cousin, Joe Landers, from in¬ 
jury. 

On the night of May 28 Jerry Lander* 
was making his preparations for bed, 
when Will Busan, with whom Joe Lan¬ 
ders had gone out earlier In the night, 
appeared, with his face streaming with 
blood, and exclaimed that somebody 
was after Joe. Both Jerry Landers and 
his uncle ran to the front of the house, 
and ns the defendant left the mom he 
caught up his revolver from the man¬ 
telpiece. There the defendant, who led 
the wav. was confronted by Broyles and 
his companion. Emmet Moore. It ap¬ 
peared that they had previously en¬ 
gaged in a difficulty with Joe lenders 
and Busan, and were pursuing them. 

• • • 

Made a Threat. 


They asked Jerry Landers what he 
wanted, according to the evidence of 
the defense. He replied that he wanted 
his cousin. It is alleged that Broyles 
answered, w ith an onth: 

“We’ve fixed him, and we will fix 
you. too.’’ 

It la claimed that Jerry Landers de¬ 
clared he did not want to get 
into any trouble, when, it is charged, 
both Rroyle* and Moore, with a volley 
of oath*, rushed upon him and struck 
him. The defendant, who had remain¬ 
ed Inside the yard throughout. was 
knocked against the front of the house. 
Broyles, the defendant and his witness¬ 
es say. shoved his hand in Ills pocket 
and started toward Linders. The de¬ 
fendant then straightened up from his 
half-recumbent position and fired a 
shot which hit Broyles in the mouth 
and killed him. The defense claimed, 
further, that Moore threatened to strike 
Landers after the shot was fired, hut 
was held hack at the point of the pis¬ 
tol. Patrolman James Collins arrested 
La nders. 

A large number of witnesses were 
produced by the defense, some of whom 
saw the trouble, and others who had 
not seen It. but who heard the sounds, 
told what they knew. A number swore 
to Landers’ good character. But three 
witnesses appeared for the Common¬ 
wealth. Patrolman Collins related the 
circumstances of the arrest. Emmet 
Moore, who accompanied Broyles, testi¬ 
fied that Lander* went out on the pave¬ 
ment and was the- aggressor in the 
quarrel which led up to the shooting. 
Jim Cornell swore that they’ were not In 
Landers’ yard, hut out on the pave¬ 
ment. He was across the street.

The taking of evidence in the case 
&£&tr.«t Louis Darnel, charged with 
sending obscene letter* through the 
mails to Miss Rose Allen, was finished 
and the case was argued for the de¬ 
fense and the Government yesterday In 
the Federal Court. This morning at 
9:30 o’clock Judge Evan* will deliver 
his charge to the Jury, and the ea*e will 
be In their hands. 

The prosecution sprang a surprise 
yesterday when Lee Nall, a star wit¬ 
ness, who failed to attend court at the 
lost session, was Introduced. He ex¬ 
plained hi* former absence by saying 
that he did not believe the summons 
was legal. When questioned by Mr. HU1 
he detailed a conversation he said he 
had w’ith the defendant after the charge 
became public. He eald that Damal 
admitted to him that he had mailed a 
letter to Miss Allen on August 8. but 
had added that It contained no slander¬ 
ous jiiattcr. The defense made an ef¬ 
fort to break the effect of Nall’s tes¬ 
timony by asking him If he had not 
offered to testify for the defense. Nall 
denied that he had. Several witnesses 
were afterward Introduced to prove 
that Nall was * drunkard and was 
known a* a common liar. 

George Pennybaker. whose Initials 
were signed to one of the latter*, was 
Introduced and denied that he had 
mailed or written the letters. George 
Teasdale. a handwriting expert, was 
introduced, and testified that the writ¬ 
ing in all of the letters wa* identical. 
T. L. Fctkcr corroborated the testimony 
of Oscar Booker, the Postma.ster, who 
said he saw* Damal mall the letter His 
testimony was excluded after an argu¬ 
ment between the attorneys. 

• • • 

Defendant On Stand. 

Darnal wa* the first witness examined 
by the defense. He denied absolutely 
the charge, said he had never written 
or mailed a letter to Miss Allen on the 
date charged, said he admired her 
greatly and had always been on the 
best of terms with her. H* sold he 
was not in Garnett*vllle on August 6. 
but spent the day at his home in the 
country. He was searehlngly cross- 
examined by the District Attorney. 

He denied that he had ever made*anv 
statement attributed to him bv Nail 
and said that Nall had offered to help 
him. He said Nall’s breath “smelled 
like a Whisky barrel," the day they 
had the conversation. F. M. Darnal, 
William Darn*l and Miss Edna Darnal 
testified that their brother was at home 
all day and did not go to Garnettsvllle. 

John Streeble testified that a son of 
the postmaster at GarnettsvJlle had told 
him that it was so dark at the time 
the letter wag mailed that a men could 
not be Identified across the street. Mr. 
Hill asked the witness why he had not 
testified to that fact at the first trial, 
and he replied that he had not known 
at that time that It was Important. 
The defense closed with the introduc¬ 
tion of ten witnesses to establish the 
fact that the defendant, bore a good 
reputation in the community. Mr. Hill 
made no effort to combat this testi¬ 
mony

HRS. SUTHERLIN SOUGHT DI¬

When the Rev. Ulytscs G. Suiherl n. 
rormerly pagtor of ‘he Park Christian 
church, at New Albany, entered hi? 
home. 206 McLean avenue. Sliver Grove, 
a suburb of New Albany, after several 
hours’ absence, he was horrified to find 
the dead body of his wife. Mrs. Geneva 
Sutherlin, suspended by a halier from 
a transom of n door in the house He 
hastily cut the strap. lowered the body

sanity. She had given evidence of an 
unbalanced mind at vurlous times dur¬ 
ing the last few years, but at no tune i 
had apprehension been felt that *he I 
would take her own life.

of strikingly simple and practical archi¬ 
tecture. was erected in 1867 under the 
superintendence of J. J. Johnson. City 
Engineer, and George \V. Baxter. City 
Marshal for six years after the Civil 
War. It supersedld Jeffersonville’s 
earliest jail—a one-room log cabin of 
pioneer days—which stood in the back 
yard of the present city hall site. The 
log Jail, it Is recalled, was burned down 
by a somewhat boisterous little Irish¬ 
man, John Sharkey, who managed to 
set it afire while he was there Incar¬ 
cerated for some trifling breach of civic 
peace and order. He was rescued from 
the flames with some difficulty. The 
brick walls of this old building are still 
In sound condition; they measure 26 by 
28 feet on the ground plan, with a 
height of 3 bout thirty feet. In the 
oddly built ventilator and skylight on 
the Iron roof are 480 panes of glass; the 
walls of the structure contain no win¬ 
dows; ten small grated openings are 
Inserted nenr the eaves and across the 
ends. The four entrance doors, one on 
each side, are solid Iron, with strong 


outer grated doors, set In Iron frame¬ 
work. 

All the Iron work of the jail, which Is 
massive and still valuable, will prob¬ 
ably be sold to defray the cost of con¬ 
verting the brick portion of the build¬ 
ing into a city courtroom. The interior 
is literally an ’’iron cage,” as It con¬ 
sists of an imposing, awe-lnspirlng, 
two-story Iron creation of sixteen riv¬ 
eted iron cells—eight on the ground 
floor and eight above. These cells are 
7 by 5 feet, with thickly rl\eted Iron 
floors, walls and ceilings. A narrow* 
corridor runs between the cage ami the 
brick walls, and a small court Is In the 
center, the upper court being a mere 
corridor and railing, so the jailer, from 
below, could view all the upper cells. 
An Iron cot Is in each cell, which has 
big iron lattice-work at each end. In 
each massive, grated door Is a heavy 
little Iron trap door, through which 
food could be handed the criminal, and 
each ponderous lock is n foot long. The 
top of the jail cage Is open to the roof 
for light and air, and. as the twenty 
skylight windows could be handled by 
rope and pulley, the ventilation scheme 
is unusually good. Under the Iron floor 
is a thick limestone flagging. 

In 189S tills old jail was abandoned for 
the new' one. on upper Court street, 
and. as the quaint old building stands 
behind the office of Capt. Clegg. Chief 
of City Police. It has been used, in late 
years, as n general police storeroom 
and receptacle for confiscated gambling 
devices, slot machines and the like.

REPORTED TO POLICE WITH RE¬ 
QUESTS FOR AID. 


H. E. Murray, Iron Molder, Left 
Home Over a Month Ago. 


The police have been aeked to Investi¬ 
gate the disappearance of H. E. Mur¬ 
ray, an iron molder whose home is at 
2402 Portland avenue. Murray disap¬ 
peared September 3 and no traoe of him 
has been foufid by his family. In re¬ 
porting the case to the detectives, Mrs. 
Murray said there was no known rea¬ 
son why her husband should leave his 
home and family. She said he was em¬ 
ployed at the B. F. Avery & Sons plow- 
factory, and had a good position. He 
left home on the morning of September 
3, according to her story, and was in 
his usual frame of mind. He is known 
to have gone to his work, but is said to 
have left the plant a short time before 
the dinner hour, as his lunch was found 
■untouched when investigation was 
made after his disappearance. le also 
left his coat In the departmen. where 
he was employed. 

These facts make the disappearance 
more mysterious. Mrs. Murray does 
not believe he left the city, but fears 
that he is the victim of foul play or an 
accident of some kind. She told the de¬ 
tectives that there was no semblance 
of family trouble and she cannot im¬ 
agine a cause for his leaving home. 

The assistance of the police has also 
been asked in locating two other per¬ 
sons. whose dlFtdppearance Is creating 
alarm on the pan of their families and 
friends. Aaron Carter, who lives at 
2134 Bank street, reported that his 
fourteen-year-old son. Oscar ^Carter, 
left his home Tuesday and has not toen 
beard from since that time. The boy 
ds believed to have gone to St. Louis, as 
be had told Ms playmate? that he in¬ 
tended to see the World’s Fair if he 
bad to walk to fit. Louis. He said he 
would ask his parents to allow him to 
go, and if they refused he would go of 
bis own accord. 

A letter from Miss Henrietta Jame¬ 
son, of Decatur. Ill., requested the po¬ 
lice io locate her father, S. H Jatne«on, 
who she says came to Louisville several 
•weeks ago to introduce some kind of 
patent medicine. She says nothing has 
been heard from him since the first day 
of his arrival here, and she fears some¬ 
thing has happened to him. She gave 
a description and said she would rend 
& photograph In a short time. The de¬ 
tectives will make an investigation Into 
fill the cases.

fcN EFFORT TO RESTORE GUS 
ROSENBERG’S REASON. 


Was Injured By Negro Prisoner and 
Soon After Lost His Men¬ 
tal Power. 


An attempt will be made to restore 
the reason of Gus Rosenberg, formerly 
a policeman, who was mentally de¬ 
ranged from the effects of a blow on 
the head, inflicted by a negro whom he 
■was attempting to arrest. The opera¬ 
tion will be performed this morning at 
the City Hospital. The Injury which 
cost Rosenberg his mind was received 
on ChTistmas day of 1894. The officer 
was attempting to arrest a negro, John 
Woods, who had been shooting in the 
streets The negro struck the officer 
a vicious blow over the head, felUnft 
him to the ground. H* was taken to 
the City Hospital, from which place he 
was discharged comparatively well, but 
a short time Inter he showed signs of 
being deranged. After some time he 
was adjudged a lunatic and sent to the 
asylum. 

At the time of his injury Rosenberg 
was considered one of the best officers 
on the force. He was detailed to the 
"Chute,'* which at that time was the 
worst conglomeration of criminal dlv** 
In the State. His brother. Joe Rosen¬ 
berg. and Patrolman Jones were mur¬ 
dered by Charlcjf Dllgcr. The latter 
was banged for the deed Rosenberg is 
flfty-one years of age. His wife lives 
at 332 East Chestnut street. 


By a viva voce vote representatives 
of 108 business firms of Louisville yes¬ 
terday indorsed the report made to the 
Board of Trade In open meeting favor¬ 
ing the issuance of $3,500,000 bonds for 
sewers and street improvement The 
indorsement of the issue, which will l>e 
voted upon at the November election, 
followed an animated discussion among 
the members of the board, but the ma¬ 
jority of the speakers expressed them¬ 
selves in favor of the Improvement*. 
The‘advocacy of the measure was tak¬ 
en up by the members of the board, ir¬ 
respective of party affiliations, the 
most earn esc partisans for the improve¬ 
ments being connected with the Repub¬ 
lican party. The men were actuated 
striotly by business principles, and one 
of the principal arguments advanced 
was that if Louisville hopes to glow it 
must be thiough Improved sewerage, 
which will encourage the expansion of 
the manufacturing territory and the 
establishment of new enterprises and 
industries. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Theodore Aluens, lbs president of the 
board, at noon sharp. He stated that 
it was the object of the meeting to re¬ 
ceive the report of the special commit¬ 
tee which had been already received 
and adopted by the directors. The spe¬ 
cial committee is composed of James 
W. Kennedy, chairman; Theodore 
Ahrens and Alvah L. Terry. The report 
was prepared after a consultation with 
Mayor Charles F. Grainger and City 
Engineer J. F. Breed. The report was 
read by Superintendent James F. 
Buckner, and is In full as follows:

Louisville, K>\. Oct. 5, HM—To the 
Board of Directors of th« Louisville Board 
of Trade—Gentlemen: Your committee ap¬ 
pointed at the last meeting of the board 
for the purpose of calling upon tho Mayor 
with a view of learning something about 
the proposed Issue of bonds for sewer and 
street construction called at the Mayors 
office on the morning of October 3 at 10:30 
o’clock. 

The Mayor met us very cordially and 
went fully into the details of the pro¬ 
posed issue of bonds as far as to was 
able to do at this time. 

We herewith file as a part of this 're¬ 
port a copy of the ordinance as now 
drawn and passed by the Council. 

We went with the Mayor to the City 
Engineer's office, and went fully over the 
proposed lines on which the sewers are 
to be constructed; but the Mayor informed 
us that it was possible that after fuller 
Information the lines as shown on the 
map might be somewhat changed. The 
lines ns shown have simply been drawn 
with a view of specifying the topography 
of the dty, and may be subject to change 
upon fuller investigation ami information 
hereafter to be obtained by the Engineer¬ 
ing Department of the city. 

Your committee talked at considerable 
length with the Mayor as to the advisa¬ 
bility of having the plans and specifica¬ 
tions. when completed, gone over by an 
expert, or experts, for the purpose of 
pointing out any changes that may be, in 
their Judgment, advisable; or to approve 
the plans and specifications as u whole 
as drawn by the Engineering Department 
of the city. 

The Mayor did not take kindly to this 
suggestion from your committee, a* he 
felt that the City Engineer and the Board 
of Public Works, together with his own 
assistance, were amply able t\ sec that 
these sewers were constructed in an "up- 
to-date” manner, and at the lowest pos¬ 
sible cost to the city. 

Your committee further dismissed with 
the Mayor the advisability of spending 
the proceeds of these bonds over a period 
of years, but your committee wu* con¬ 
vinced from the,Mayor's arguments that 
it was Just as feasible to construct these 
sewers within a period not exceeding 
three years, and to do it as economically, 
and as well, as If a longer time was taken 
In their construction 

Under the ordinance passed by the 
Council it is proposed to issue bonds 4n 
the sum of $3,500,000. of which $2.750.0no 
are to he spent in new sewer construction. 
$250,000 In straightening out and for the 
sanitary improvement of the Reargraa* 
creek and the remaining $500,000 for street 
construction. 

Your committee Is willing to go on rec¬ 
ord in saving that we do not believe the 
sum proposed Is excessive, but we go 
further and say that In ou:r Judgment a 
much larger sum could be expended In 
giving the city the proper sewerage. We 
go still further in saying that If the city 
of TiOUisvllle is to grow in manufacturing 
it Is Imperative that It offer proper sew¬ 
erage to th»* outlying districts, or to those 
parts of the city Which are best adapted 
for the building of manufacturing plants. 

We therefore recommend to this Board 
of Director* that It indorse this proposed 
bond issue, and do all in their uower to 
have ft approved by the vote of the people 
at the atmroochlng election: and that wo 
further tender the Mayor and the city 
administration any help that we can In 
rfie matte- Respectfully submitted.

Mr. Nunemacher Objects. 

The ordinance which the voters will 
be asked to ratify was read by Mr. 
Buckner, and Mr. Ahrens said that ex¬ 
pressions from the member* of the 
board were in order. Frank C. Nune- 
macher • was recognized by the chair, 
and he moved that “the Board of Trade 
doe* not approve of the proposition lo 
i**ue bonds to the amount of $3,500,000, 
as stated In the ordinance."

Mayor Grainger’s Address. 

Mayor Grainger was called upon, and 
he detailed the consultation which he 
had held with the members of the spe¬ 
cial committee. Alluding to- the re¬ 
marks of Mr. .Bennett, Mayor Grainger 
said: 

"One man has seen fit to introduce 
the question of money. I only have to 
say that If any man can bring a sus¬ 
tained charge of dishonesty against 
Josh Breed and Charles F. Grainger, 
m resign to-morrow and so will Mr. 
Breed." 

He continued that the records of the 
expenditure of the city's money are 
open at all times to any one who de¬ 
sires to see them. He proceeded to ex¬ 
plain the need which exists for sewers 
In this city, Louisville being twenty-five 
years behind, he said. He stated to the 
meeting that private establishment? 
have spent large sums in constructing 
miles of sewers which are of Inesti¬ 
mable advantage to the city. He euid 
that every foot of the proposed system 
will be constructed by contract, and 
that he hoped -the matter would be 
taken up arid discussed without politi¬ 
cal animus by every citizen of Louis¬ 
ville, as every one Is interested.

City Engineer Explains. 


Mayor Grainger was liberally ap¬ 
plauded, and Mr. Ahrens followed his 
address with the reading of a letter 
from City Engineer Breed, giving de¬ 
tails of the proposed system. Mr. Breed 
was then intreduced a.nd made a fine 
explanation of the pending ordinance. 
He said that on account of the poor 
conditions which prevail, the city an¬ 
nually pays out In damage suits jnjms 
of money sufficient to pay the interest 
on the bonds. Hie -explanation of the 
system proposed was brief and concise. 

Mr. Ahrens asked Mr. Breed if the or¬ 
ganization of the City Engineer’s de¬ 
partment was such that the proper su¬ 
pervision can be given the contracts for 
the sewers. Mr Breed replied that it U, 
and that the best way to construct the 
sewers will be through a number of 
small contracts, which will facilitate 
the work. 

W. R. Belknap wna -the next speaker, 
and he expressed himself favorably to 
the proposed sewerage system, saying, 
however, that the clause providing for 
street reconstruction should be cut out. 
He saJd that the issuance of bonds for 
such purposes Is antiquated, and It 
should be provided from the regular 
funds of the city. He advocated the 
sewers with tlhe argument that a new 
factory coming to Louisville is put to 
a great deal pf difficulty and expense 
through having to build Its own sewers.

Advocated By Mr. Ahrens. 


Mr. Ahrens called Vice President E. 
H. Bowen to the chair and took the 
floor In the interest of the sewerage 
system. He reiterated the argument 
advanced by Mr. Belknap on the dlffi- 
culiy which confronts manufacturers 
through an imperfect and inadequate 
sewerage system. Tie expressed thor¬ 
ough confidence In the ability of the 
administration to carry’ the plans to a 
successful completion. He said that he 
Is against the Administration, but is for 
Louisville, and will vote for the meas¬ 
ure. 

John C. Hughes took the floor to offer 
a motion In opposition to the original 
motion of Mr. Nunemacher, but accept¬ 
ed in lieu a motion of W. C. Nones to 
adopt the report of the committee. Mr. 
Hughes accepted Mr. Nones* motion 
and seconded it. 

"I urge my fellow-Republlcans," Mr. 
Nones said, "to rise above all party 
considerations and favor the measure. 
I believe that the administration will 
expend the money as honestly as any 
Republican administration, and It is a 
moral question which the Board of 
Trade cannot afford to slight." 

Mr. Nunemacher arose and said that 
his reason for wanting the board to re¬ 
fuse iter support was that the people 
will kill the ordinance, and he does not 
wish the common people to show belter 
business ability than the Board of 
Trade. 

Mayor Grainger told Mr. Nunemacher 
that the methods employed at Sixth and 
Jefferson streets are open at all times, 
and invited Investigation. 

David Hirsch made the last speech 
in favor of the adoption of the report, 
and Mr. Nones’ motion was enthusiast¬ 
ically carried.

Odors from the glue factory which has 
been in operation on the river road 
above the city limits for & number of 
years, have at last aroused the near 
neighbor* of that concern to legal ac¬ 
tion that will either lead to suppression 
of the objectionable smells or else a 
final resort to cologne bottles by the 
plaintiffs.

Stoecker, operators of the glue fac¬ 
tory, are named defendants of the 9ult- 
When the wind blows fr<nn the west 
the link* of the Louisville Golf Club 
lie full in the path of the sickening 
odors, nor does the Country Club on 
these occasions escape this visitation, 
it is said. In this case, however, the 
rights of these two organizations to be 
plaintiffs to the suit will doubtless 
be questioned, they having moved Into 
that neighborhood some time after the 
alleged nuisance began. Many of the 
property owners, however claim that 
they antedate the glue factory. The 
petition says that life Is rendered al¬ 
most unbearable for the plaintiffs at 
times, and that their property is there¬ 
by greatly injured in its value. It Is 
rxdnted out that the glue factory oper¬ 
ators could. If they would, use appli¬ 
ances which would practically elimi¬ 
nate the odors, but that they Beem to 
prefer to let them float uninterrupted¬ 
ly down the breezes. They want an 
Injunction which will make the glue 
factory operators install odor killing 
appliances. 

Wife Charges Cruelty. 

Charging that her husband's cruel 
treatment has permanently destroyed 
her peace and happiness, Marie J. Ly¬ 
on* yesterday brought suit for divorce 
against Thomas E. Lyons, a well- 
known business man and president of 
the Morgan-Lyons Vinegar Company. 
They were married in April, 1892, and 
have one child, a son ten years of age 
Mrs. Lyons asks custody of the child 
upon the claim that the defendant, 
through his cruel conduct towards the 
boy and his indifference, l* unfit to 
have any control over him.
